mier Yuan Shi K a i’s house, which is 
guarded 
by

troops. 
A credited report 
says 
that the 
Manchu princes favor 
a massacre, 
hoping it will compel foreign inter­ 
vention, and save the 
remnants of 
the Manchu dynasty. 
Tho guards about the foreign lega­ 
tions have been 
doubled 
following 
threatening 
Manchu demonstrations. 
There has been unofficial confirmation 
of the Manchus winking at the propos­ 
ed massacre. Another report says that 
Japan has promised intervention in 
the event of another outbreak. All for­ 
eigners 
are 
keeping 
within 
their 
houses. 
Mobs throng the streets in 
all the native sections. The Imperial 
troops are supposedly keeping order, 
but are making no attempts to pre­ 
vent demonstrations. 
The city Is rife with rumors of the 
attempted assassination of Yuan 
Shi 
Kai and other leaders, but the reports 
are unconfirmed and are believed 
to 
be false. 
Yuan refuses 
to 
issue a 
public statement regarding the situa­ 
tion. 
The younger Manchu 
princes 
held a conference this afternoon. The 
results were not reported.

A local 
official 
of 
the 
Southern 
Counties Gas Company went around 
to the city hall yesterday to inter­ 
view City Attorney Heathman. 
The 
official stated that he had read in the 
Register that it was the opinion of the 
city attorney that the gas company 
has no legal right to add fifteen per 
cent to a customer’s bill lf that bill 
be not paid by the 15th of the month. 
“ The Register quoted me exactly,” 
said the city attorney to the gas man. 
You and your 
company 
absolutely 
have no right to add one cent to any 
person’s bill if that addition makes 
a charge of more than $1 per 1000 
cubic feet. The ordinance of this city 
says that you may charge $1 per 1000 
cubic feet. You may charge less lf 
you want to, but any collection of mon­ 
ey on your part over and above $1 per 
1000 cubic feet is absolutely unlaw­ 
ful.” 
The gas official stated that his com­ 
pany was having a hard time making 
receipts equal the expenses, and it 
would work a hardship on the com­ 
pany were it not allowed to use some 
means to make the consumers 
pay 
their bills promptly. 
“ The means tost th# gaer #othpany 
has adopted Is illegal,’* declared 
the 
city attorney last night, “ and I told 
the gas man so in as plain words as 
I knew how. 
“ I noticed in the Forum column of 
the Register a communication from 
John M. Reed, asking why the city 
has a right to add ten cents to a water 
bill if the gas company has no right 
to add fifteen per cent to its ga3 bill 
The difference is that the procedure 
of the city is lawful and the procedure 
of the gas company is unlawful. The 
city has an ordinance regulating tbc 
conduct of the municipal water plant, 
and that ordinance provides that the 
ten cent penalty shall be put on the 
bill. The law is laid down, and It can’t 
be done otherwise. 
“ In the ease of the gas company, 
the law is laid down, and that Jaw is 
that $1 per 1000 cubic feet is the limit 
of charge that can legally be made for 
gas in Santa Ana.”
